protocol. Near Coro a local tribunal 
refused to accept the testimony of fire 
Italians. On the latter insisting in 
tendering their depositions, three were 
arrested and thrown into jail. Two of 
them attempted to escape and were 
fired upon, one being killed. The Yen 
•zuelan government does not deny the 
Recurrence, but is doing nothing to 
prevent repetitions. 


It is learned on good authority that 


letters sent to foreigners from the 
Italian and other legations instructing 
them to proceed in their claims were 
seized in the post so as to prevent the 
claims arriving in Caracas in due 
time. 


A gibbet was erected In the prin- 


cipal street of Cumena, Venezuela, 
on which was hanged an'effigy repre- 
senting a foreigner, and the populace 
beat the dummy with sticks amid 
shouts of "Death to the foreigners." 
Two leading traders, M. Palazzi, a 
Frenchman, and Horr Sprick, a Ger- 
man, were recently arrested in Ciudad 
Bolivar by order of President Castro 
for refusing to pay their taxes, which 
had already been collected by the rev- 
olutionists during the latter's occupa- 
tion of the city. Many other persons 
were also arrested on same charge. 
The French and German ministers 
protested and obtained the Immediate 
release of their fellow countrymen. 
General Rolando and 200 rebel ollicers 
who were- captured at Ciudad Bolivar 
have arrived at Maracaibo. They were 
incarcerated in the fortress of San 
Carlos with their feet In Irons.

When he heard of the fight at Fort 
Wallace the good doctor at once com- 
pared the t'tnes of the events and was 
firm in the belief that his son's Ufa 
had been spared in direct answer to 
his supplications by a special act of 
providence. 


This occurrence was widely known 


In earlier years 
and much com- 


mented on. 
It was often used as 


an illustration of answer to prayer, 
and 
the 
good Dr. Finley himself 


frequently alluded to it as one of 
the special experiences of his life 
We would neither affirm nor deny this 
Interpretation of the events, but we 
cannot refrain from saying that the 
interruption of providence In behalf 
of the Finleys was very hard on the 
poor fellow who was jostled under the 
tomahawk's fatal blows-.
